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le Sergel Glasunov, a trade clerk of the Russian Board of Trade in Moscow, and a. 
namber of the Trade Delegation of the USSR in London, arrived in Singapore on 
August 16, 1948, reportedly. to make arrangements for the purchase of rubber. He 
is said to be a member of the Russian Communist Party organization within the 
Soviet Trade Delegation. While in Singapore he received many telegrams from 
Raznoimport dealing with the buying and shipment of rubber, He also received 
telegrams from Exportleb in Moscow regarding coconut oil, and two telegrams 
from Arinitchev in Shanghai ordering! him to contact Henry Lee. ~ 


Re Henry Lee is a Bangkok merchant who received direct communications from Moscow 
on rubber matters and who buys rubber for the Russians in Singapore. He is be- 
ijeved by source to be connected in some way with Soviet propaganda films in 
Shanghai, Glasunov contacted Lee daily until Lee departed from Singapore on 
15 September 1948 for Bangkok.

(g) Anglo-French and Bendixsens Ltd. This company made reservations at 
the Goodwood Park Hotel for Glasunov, 
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Glasunov toured the Federation for three weeks in September 1948 and while 
in Kuala Lumpur contacted John Redhill, a former Russian, now stateless. 


Glasunov, who is not a rubber expert, was reprimanded by Moscow for allow-~ 
ing inferior rubber to be shipped to Russia. In early October he made ap- 

' plication for a three months extension to his Singapore visa, but was refused, 
His London office, when informed of this refusal, notified him to remain in 
Singapore while the difficulties were ironed out in London. In spite of these 
orders Glasund® left Singapore for Bangkok on 21 October by KIM plane. As a 
Communist Glasunov is a coward who would probably hesitate before. carrying 

. out some order's he might be given, 


While in Singapore Glasunov was instructed by his London office to meet 
Timophey Giorgievich Moskelev, a member of the Soviet Trade Delegation in
